“BRITISH  COLUMBIA  IMMIGRATION  ACT, 

1908. 

HIS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  make  the  following  Regula- 
tions for  the  better  carrying  out  of  the  provisions  of 
the  “ British  Columbia  Immigration  Act,  1908”  : — 
“British  Columbia  Immigration  Act,  1908.” 
Regulations. 

1.  When  an  officer  examines  a person  whom  he  shall 
suspect  of  being  a “Prohibited  Immigrant,”  he  shall 
first  ascertain  whether  such  person  is  exempt  from  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  as  provided  for  in  Section  3,  and 
if  the  officer  determines  that  such  person  is  exempt,  ho 
shall  issue  to  him  a certificate. 
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2.  If  the  officer  determines  that  such  person  is  not 
exempt,  he  shall  then  ascertain  whether  such  person 
is  coming  into  the  Province  for  the  purpose  of  per- 
manent residence,  or  is  merely  passing  through  the 
Province  while  travelling  to  some  other  country  or 
some  other  Province  of  Canada. 

If  the  officer  determines  that  such  person  is  a 
traveller,  he  shall,  upon  production  of  such  person  of 
his  ticket  to  a destination  outside  of  the  Province, 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence,  issue  to  such  person  a 
certificate. 

3.  If  an  intending  immigrant  is  neither  exempt 
under  Section  3 of  the  Act,  nor  a traveller,  the  officer 
shall  apply  the  educational  test  as  provided  for  in 
Section  4 of  the  Act  ; and  if  such  person  complies 
with  the  requirements  of  said  section,  the  officer  shall 
issue  to  such  person  a certificate. 

4.  The  certificate  mentioned  in  the  preceding  three 
paragraphs  shall  be  in  the  following  form : —

5.  If  the  officer  determines  that  a person  is  not 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  is  not  a 
traveller,  and  cannot  comply  with  the  educational  test 
as  provided  for  in  Section  4 of  the  Act,  he  shall  pre- 
vent such  person  from  entering  the  Province,  or,  if 
such  a person  is  found  within  the  Province  without  a 
certificate  of  exemption,  he  shall  proceed  as  provided 
for  in  Section  5 of  the  Act.  > 

6.  An  officer  may  take  such  steps  as  he  deems 
necessary  to  satisfy  himself  that  a person  admitted 
into  the  Province  as  a traveller  leaves  the  Province 
for  his  destination  without  unnecessary  delay. 

7.  All  officers  acting  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  shall  make  a return  to  the  Superintendent  of 
Provincial  Police  on  the  last  day  of  each  month  of  all 
certificates  issued  under  the  Act  during  the  month.

THE  ALBERT  MEDAL. 


Regulations  as  amended  by  Royal  Warrant  on 
5th  June.  1905.; 

mHE  Albert  Medal  was  instituted  by  Royal  War- 
1 rant  dated  7th  March,  1866,  for  the  purpose  of 
rewarding,  by  mark  of  Royal  favour,  heroic  actions 
performed  on  sea  or  land. 

This  Warrant  was  amended  by  othei’s  bearing  date 
12th  April,  1867,  30th  April,  1877,  13th  September, 
1881,  12th  March,  1891,  and  24th  March,  1904,  by 
Royal  Warrant  5th  June,  1905,  the  following  rules 
and  ordinances  were  established  : — 

I.  It  is  ordained  that  the  Decorations  “For  Gal- 
lantry in  Saving  Life  at  Sea”  shall  be  styled  “The 
Albert  Medal  of  the  First  Class”  and  “The  Albert 
Medal  of  the  Second  Class.” 

II.  It  is  ordained  that  “The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
First  Class,”  when  conferred  for  gallantry  in  saving 
life  at  sea,  shall  consist  of  a gold  oval-shaped  Badge 
or  Decoration,  enamelled  in  dark  blue,  with  a Mono- 
gram composed  of  the  letters  V and  A,  interlaced 
with  an  Anchor  erect  in  gold,  surrounded  by  a Garter 
in  bronze,  inscribed  in  raised  letters  in  gold,  “ For 
Gallantry  in  Saving  Life  at  Sea,”  and  surmounted  by  a 
representation  of  the  Crown  of  His  Royal  Highness 
the  lamented  Prince  Consort,  and  suspended  from  a 
dark  blue  riband  of  an  inch  and  three-eighths  in  width, 
wdth  four  white  longitudinal  stripes. 

III.  It  is  ordained  that  “The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
Second  Class,”  when  conferred  for  gallantry  in  saving 
life  at  sea,  shall  consist  of  the  like  shaped  enamelled 
Badge,  save  and  except  in  this  class  it  shall  be 


entirely  worked  in  bronze,  instead  of  gold  and  bronze, 
and  shall  be  suspended  from  a dark  blue  riband  of  an 
inch  and  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  width,  with  two 
white  longitudinal  stripes. 

IV.  It  is  ordained  that  the  Medals  shall  only  be 
awarded  to  those  of  Our  faithful  subjects  and  others 
who,  in  saving  or  endeavouring  to  save  the  lives  of 
others  from  shipwreck  or  other  perils  of  the  sea,  have 
endangered  their  own  lives,  and  that  such  award  shall 
be  made  only  on  the  recommendation  to  Us  by  Our 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment: Provided,  always,  that  the  preliminary  steps 
and  inquiry  concerning  the  award  of  either  Albert 
Medal  inscribed  “For  Gallantry  in  Saving  Life  at 
Sea,”  shall,  if  the  award  lie  to  any  one  belonging  to 
the  Royal  Navy  or  the  Royal  Marines,  be  with  the 
Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  and  in  other 
cases  with  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

V.  It  is  ordained  that  the  names  of  those  persons 
upon  whom  We  may  be  pleased  to  confer  either  of  the 
Albert  Medals  inscribed  “For  Gallantry  in  Saving 
Life  at  Sea,”  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
and  that  a Register  of  the  names  of  such  of  these  per- 
sons as  belong  to  the  Royal  Navy  or  the  Rnyal 
Marines,  shall  be  kept  in  the  Office  of  the  Lords 
Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty,  and  a Register  of 
the  names  of  the  persons  not  belonging  to  the  Royal 
Navy  or  the  Royal  Marines  upon  whom  We  may  be 
pleased  to  confer  either  Medal  inscribed  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  kept  in  the  Office  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

VI.  It  is  ordained  that  the  Decoration  for  gallantry 
in  saving  lives  endangered  otherwise  than  by  perils  of 
the  sea,  shall  be  styled  “The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
First  Class  ” and  “ The  Albert  Medal  of  the  Second 
Class,”  and  shall  be  inscribed  “ For  Gallantry  in 
Saving  Life  on  Land.” 

VII.  It  is  ordained  that  “ The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
First  Class,”  when  conferred  for  gallantry  in  saving 
life  on  land,  shall  consist  of  a gold  oval-shaped  Badge 
or  Decoration,  enamelled  in  crimson,  with  a Monogram 
composed  of  the  letters  V and  A,  erect  in  gold,  sur- 
rounded by  a Garter  in  bronze,  inscribed  in  raised 
letters  of  gold,  “For  Gallantry  in  Saving  Life  on 
Land,”  and  surrounded  by  a representation  of  the 
Crown  of  His  Royal  Highness  the  lamented  Prince 
Consort,  and  suspended  from  a crimson  riband  of  an 
inch  and  three-eighths  in  width,  with  four  white 
longitudinal  stripes. 

VIII.  It  is  ordained  that  “ The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
Second  Class  ” when  conferred  for  gallantry  for  saving 
life  on  land,  shall  consist  of  the  like  shaped  enamelled 
badge,  save  and  except  that  it  shall  be  entirely  worked 
in  bronze,  instead  of  gold  and  bronze,  and  shall  be 
suspended  from  a crimson  riband  of  an  inch  and  three- 
eighths  of  an  inch  in  width  with  two  white  longitu- 
dinal stripes. 

IX.  It  is  ordained  that  the  names  of  those  upon 
whom  We  may  be  pleased  to  confer  either  of  those 
decorations  shall  be  published  in  the  London  Gazette, 
and  that  a register  thereof  shall  be  kept  in  the  Office 
of  Our  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home 
Department. 

X.  It  is  ordained  that  the  Medals  shall  only  be 
awarded  to  those  of  Our  faithful  subjects  and  others 
who,  in  saving  or  endeavouring  to  save  the  lives  of 
others  from  accidents  in  mines,  on  railways,  or  at  fires, 
or  other  peril  other  than  perils  of  the  sea,  have  en- 
dangered their  own  lives,  and  that  such  award  shall 
be  made  only  on  a recommendation  to  Us  by  Our 
Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Home  Depart- 
ment. 

1 he  following  Rules  and  Ordinances  are  ordained 
for  the  government  of  the  Decorations,  whether 
awarded  for  Gallantry  in  Saving  Life  at  Sea,  or  on 
Land  : 


At.  it  is  ordained  that  “ The  Albert  Medal  of  the 
First  Class  ” shall  be  confined  to  cases  of  extreme  and 
heroic  daring,  and  that  the  “Albert  Medal  of  the 
Second  Class’'  shall  be  given  in  cases  which,  though 
falling  within  the  cases  contemplated  by  this  War- 
rant,  are  not  sufficiently  distinguished  to  deserve  “The 
Albert  Medal  of  the  First  Class.” 

*s  or(Uined  that  each  Medal  shall  be  sus- 
pended from  the  left  breast. 

XIII  It  is  ordained  that  any  act  of  gallantry  which 
is  worthy  of  recognition  by  the  award  of  the  Albert 
Medal  but  is  performed  by  one  upon  whom  the  Decor- 
ation has  already  been  conferred,  may  on  a recom- 
mendation to  Us  by  Our  Principal  Secretary  of  State 
for  the  Home  Department,  be  recorded  by  a bar 
attached  to  the  riband  by  which  the  medal  is  sus- 
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pended  ; and  for  every  such  additional  act  an  addi- 
tional bar  may  be  added. 

XIV.  In  order  to  make  such  additional  provision  as 
shall  effectually  preserve  pure  these  most  honourable 
Decorations,  it  is  ordained  that  if  any  person  on  whom 
either  of  such  Decorations  is  conferred  be  guilty  of 
any  crime  or  disgraceful  conduct  which  in  Our  judg- 
ment disqualifies  him  for  the  same,  his  name  shall,  by 
an  especial  warrant  under  Our  Sign  Manual,  be  forth- 
with erased  from  the  register  of  those  upon  whom 
the  said  Decoration  shall  have  been  conferred,  and  his 
Medal  shall  be  forfeited.  And  every  person  to  whom 
the  said  Medal  is  given  shall,  before  receiving  the 
same,  enter  into  an  engagement  to  return  the  same  if 
his  name  shall  be  so  erased  as  aforesaid  under  this 
regulation.  It  is  hereby  further  declared,  that  We, 
Our  Heirs  and  Successors,  shall  be  the  sole  Judges  of 
the  circumstance  demanding  such  expulsion.  More- 
over We  shall  at  all  times  have  power  to  order  that 
any  person  who  may  at  any  time  have  been  expelled 
shall  be  restored  to  the  enjoyment  of  the  Decoration. 

XV.  The  Warrants  of  the  7th  March,  1866,  the  12th 
April,  1867,  the  30th  April,  1877,  the  13th  September, 
1881,  the  12th  March,  1891,  and  the  24th  March,  1904, 
are  hereby  repealed.

4.  Any  person  contravening  the  foregoing 
provisions  of  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty 
of  a trespass  and  may  be  removed  rrorn  the 
Reserve  by  a Forest  Ranger  or  any  other  officer 
having  charge  of  such  Reserve  or  jurisdiction 
therein,  and  such  Forest  Ranger  or  officer  is 
justified  in  using  force,  but  no  more  force  than 
may  be  necessary  to  prevent  any  person  from 
entering  the  Reserve  or  to  remove  him  there- 
from. 

5.  No  person  shad  remove,  deface,  or  destroy 
any  notice  posted  in  or  near  a Forest  Reserve 
in  regard  to  the  prevention  of  forest  tires,  or 
any  other  matter  relating  to  the  administration 
of  Forest  j. reserves,  or  any  post,  or  other  mark 
indicating  the  boundary  of  a Forest  Reserve. 

Fires. 

G.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  set  out  or 
cause  to  be  set  out  or  started  any  tire  in  the 
open  air  in  any  Forest  Reserve,  except  for  the 
purpose  of  cooking,  obtaining  warmth,  or  for 
some  industrial  purpose  permitted  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  to  be  carried  on ; and 
every  person  who  makes  or  starts  a lire  in  the 
open  air  for  cooking  or  camping  purposes 
shall- — 

(a)  Select  a bare  rock  whereon  to  kindle 
such  a lire  wherever  possible,  and  if  there  be 
no  bare  rock  in  the  neighbourhood,  then  a site 
on  which  there  is  the  smallest  quantity  of 
vegetable  matter,  dead  wood,  branches,  brush- 
wood, dry  leaves  or  resinous  trees ; 

(l>)  Clear  the  place  in  which  he  is  about  to 
light  the  lire  by  removing  all  vegetable  matter, 
dead  trees,  branches,  brushwood  and  dry  leaves 
from  the  soil  within  a radius  of  ten  feet  from 
the  lires ; 

(c)  Exercise  and  observe  every  possible  pre- 
caution to  prevent  such  lire  . rom  spreading, 
and  carefully  extinguish  the  same  before 
quitting  the  place. 

7.  Any  person  who  throws  or  drops  any 
burning  match,  ashes  from  a pipe,  lighted 
cigar  or  any  other  burning  substance,  or  who 
discharges  any  firearms  wihin  a Forest  Re- 
serve, shall  completely  extinguish  before 
leaving  the  spot  the  fire  of  such  match,  ashes 
of  a pipe,  cigar,  wadding  of  a firearm,  or  any 
other  burning  substance. 

8.  Every  person  cutting  timber  in  a Forest 
Reserve,  and  every  person  located  in  or 
travelling  or  passing  through  a Forest  Reserve 
shall  be  required  to  comply  with  all  the  pro- 
visions of  any  Act  or  Regulations  established 
by  the  Government  of  the  Dominion,  or  of  any 
province  or  territory  in  which  the  Reserve  is 
situated,  for  the  protection  of  forests  against 
fire,  and  any  breach  of  such  Act  or  Regulations 
shall  lie  held  to  be  a breach  of  the  Regulations 
hereby  established,  and  shall  render  the  person 
making  such  breach  liable  to  any  penalty  pro- 
vided by  the  Reserves  Act. 

9.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  in- 
directly, personally,  or  through  a servant,  em- 
ployee, or  agent,  (a)  kindle  a fire  or  let  it  run 
at  large  on  any  land  not  his  own  property;  (h) 
permit  any  fire  to  pass  from  his  own  land; 
(c)  or  allow  any  fire  under  his  charge,  custody, 
or  control,  or  under  the  charge,  custody,  or  con- 
trol of  any  servant,  employee,  or  agent,  to  run 
at  large;  with  the  result  that  such  fire  shall 
pass  into  any  Forest  Reserve,  shall  be  liable, 
in  addition  to  any  penalty  imposed  by  any  Pro- 
vincial Act,  to  the  penalty  imposed  by  the 
Reserves  Act  for  breach  of  these  regulations. 

10.  Every  person  in  charge  of  any  drive  of 
timber,  or  survey,  or  exploring  party,  or  of  any 
party  in  any  Forest  Reserve,  shall  proviue  him- 
self with  a copy  of  these  Regulations,  and  shall 
see  that  the  men  under  his  charge  are  fully 
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informed  of  the  provisions  thereof;  and  in  case 
a breach  of  these  regulations  is  committed  by 
any  of  them,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty 
for  such  breach  as  if  it  had  been  committed  by 
himself,  unless  he  establishes  that  such  breach 
was  committed  without  his  knowledge,  and 
contrary  to  his  instruction ; but  such  liability 
on  the  part  of  the  person  in  charge  of  any  such 
party  shall  not  relieve  any  member  of  his  party 
from  personal  liability  for  any  such  breach. 

11.  Every  locomotive  steam  engine  passing 
on  a railroad,  through  a Forest  Reserve,  or 
through  any  part  thereof,  shall,  by  the  company 
or  authority  using  the  same,  be  provided  with 
and  have  in  use  all  the  most  improved  and 
efficient  appliances  to  prevent  the  escape  of  hre 
from  the  furnace,  or  ash-pan  or  from  the 
smoke-stack  of  such  engine;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  every  engineer  in  charge  of  any  such 
engine  to  use  ail  necessary  means  and  appli- 
ances to  prevent  the  escape  of  fire  from  any 
such  locomotive. 

12.  Every  railway  company  operating  a rail- 
road by  the  power  of  steam  in  the  provinces  of 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  or  Alberta,  shall, 
where  such  railroad  passes  through  a Forest 
Reserve,  establish  and  maintain  along  the  line 
thereof  of  such  points  and  for  such  distances 
as  may  be  decided  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior  to  be  necessary,  on  each  side  of  suca 
line  of  railroad  and  of  such  width  not  more 
than  three  hundred  feet  from  the  centre  of  the 
railroad  as  may  be  decided  by  the  Minister,  a 
good  and  sufficient  fire-guard  to  be  made  by 
ploughing  the  land  to  the  extent  of  not  less 
than  fifteen  feet  in  width  on  the  side  of  the 
fire-guard  farthest  from  the  railroad  and  by 
burning  or  otherwise  freeing  from  inflam- 
mable material  the  spaces  between  such 
ploughing  and  such  line  of  railroad:  Provided, 
however,  that  no  fire  shall  be  started  for  the 
purpose  of  clearing  such  fire-guard  until  three 
days’  notice  in  writing  has  been  given  to  the 
Fire  Ranger  in  charge  of  the  Forest  jueserve. 

13.  Every  railway  company  shall,  at  nil 
times,  keep  such  fire-guards  free  from  weeds 
and  other  inflammable  material,  and  in  such 
condition  as  not  to  allow  fire  to  spread  therein 
and  therefrom  through  coals,  cinders,  or  sparks 
falling  from  or  emitted  from  locomotive  steam- 
engines. 

Mining. 

14.  No  person  shall  prospect  for  minerals 
within  a Forest  Reserve  except  by  authority  of 
a permit  issued  in  that  behalf  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Forestry,  for  which  a fee  of  ten 
dollars  shall  be  charged.  Such  permit  shall 
run  for  not  more  than  twelve  months  from  (lie 
date  of  issue,  and  shall  lie  forefcited  and  void 
upon  non-compliance  with  its  terms,  or  upon 
any  breach  of  these  regulations  or  of  the 
Reserves  Act. 

15.  No  lease  or  license  of  lands  for  mining 
purposes  granted  in  a Forest  Reserve  shall 
convey  any  right  to  the  timber  upon  such 
lands,  but.  timber  for  mining  purposes  may  be 
acquired  under  the  regulations  established  in 
that  behalf.  The  lessee  or  licensee  shall  be 
permitted  to  clear  of  timber  only  such  areas  as 
are  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Forestry,  and  shall  be  required  to  observe  the 
provisions  of  these  regulations  and  of  the 
Reserves  Act.  Every  lessee  or  licensee  slunk 
when  required  so  to  do  by  the  said  Supcrin- 
tendend  cut  and  clear  such  fire  lanes  as  the 
Superintendent  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
protection  from  fire  of  the  timber  on  the  said 
leased  or  licensed  areas,  or  any  lands  adjoin- 
ing t he  same  within  a Forest  Reserve. 

10.  No  mining  operations  of  any  kind  shall 
be  begun  or  resumed  in  a Forest  Reserve  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior 
in  writing  being  first  obtained.  The  application 
for  such  consent  shall  specify  the  lands  upon 
widen  it  is  proposed  to  begin  or  resume  mining 
operations,  the  nature  and  extent  thereof,  the 
number  of  men  to  be  employed,  the  buildings  to 
be  erected,  and  such  other  particulars  as  the 
said  Minister  may  rb'quirb. 


Grazing. 

17  No  horses,  cattle,  sheep,  goats,  or  pigs 
shall  be  allowed  to  run,  or  to  graze,  or  browse 
within  a Forest  Reserve:  Provided,  However, 

that  on  a report  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Forestry  that  the  granting  of  such  privilege 
will  not  injure  the  reproduction  of  the  timbei, 
an  actual  settler  in  the  vicinity  of  a Forestry 
Reserve  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan, or  Alberta,  may  be  permitted  by 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  to  graze  within 
such  reserve  any  horses  and  cattle  of  which  he 
is  the  actual  owner,  but  not  to  exceed  in  any 
one  case  fifty  head. 

JJay  Permits. 

18.  Permits  for  cutting  wild  grass  for  hay 
on  a Forest  Reserve  may  be  granted  by  the 
officer  in  charge,  and  each  permit  shall  desig- 
nate the  quantity  to  be  cut  thereunder,  and  the 
land  on  which  the  cutting  is  to  be  done. 

19.  Applications  for  permits  for  hay  may  be 
received  at  any  time  after  the  first  day  of 
January,  and  permits  may  be  granted  at  any 
time  after  the  first  day  of  April. 

20.  In  case  two  or  more  applications  are 
received  on  or  before  the  first  clay  of  April  in 
any  year  for  permits  to  cut  hay  on  one  parcel 
of  * land,  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Forest 
Reserve  shall  have  authority  to  arrange  a 
division  among  the  applicants. 

21.  No  permit  shall  be  granted  for  a period 
greater  than  one  year,  and  no  permit  shall  be 
transferrable.  The  cutting  of  hay  shall  not 
be  permitted  before  the  twenty-fifth  day  of 
July  in  any  year,  or  such  other  date  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  Forest 
Reserve. 

22.  Any  actual  settler  residing  in  the  vicinity 
of  a Forest  Reserve  may  be  granted  a permit 
for  hay  for  his  own  use  up  to  forty  tons,  on 
paying  therefor  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per 
ton. 

(b)  Permits  may  be  granted  to  cut  hay  for 
barter  or  sale,  or  for  any  quantity  over  forty 
tons  at  the  rate  of  fifty  cents  per  ton,  but  such 
permits  shall  not  be  granted  until  after  the 
twenty-fifth  day  of  July,  in  any  year  or  such 
other  d^te  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  officer  in 
charge  as  provided  for  in  the  preceding  clause. 

23.  Permits  must  be  returned  at  the  end  of 
the  season  with  a sworn  statement  by  the  per- 
mittee as  to  the  hay  cut  thereunder,  and  the 
issue  of  a new  permit  shall  be  dependent  upon 
the  return  of  the  permit  with  such  sworn 
statement. 

24.  No  person  shall  set  fire  to  hay  meadows 
or  grass  lands  within  a Forest  Reseiwe. 

25.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  these  re- 
j gelations  and  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
! Minister  of  the  Interior,  permits  for  timber, 

: bay,  or  grazing,  as  provided  for  herein  may  be 
granted  by  the  Dominion  Timber  Agent  for  the 
district  in  which  any  Forest  Reserve  is 
situated. 

Permits  to  Gvt  Timber. 

20.  Permits  for  the  cutting  of  timber  in  the 
Forest  Reserves  may  be  granted  by  the  Super- 
intendent of  Forestry,  or  by  any  other  officer 
appointed  for  that  purpose  acting  under  his 
instructions,  subject  to  the  conditions  herein- 
after stated. 

27.  No  timber,  except  dry  or  fallen  timber 
shall  be  cut  in  the  Moose  Mountain,  Turtle 
Mountain,  Spruce  Woods  or  Cypress  lulls. 
Forest  Reserves,  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior. 

28.  The  cutting  of  timber  shall  be  permitted 
only  within  such  areas  as  may  be  designated 
by  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Reserve,  and  no 
permit  shall  authorise  or  be  accepted  as  author- 
ising the  cutting  of  timber  outside  of  such 
areas. 

29.  Permits  shall  be  granted  onlv  to  actual 
settlers  living  within  fifty  miles  of  the  nearest 
boundary  of  any  Reserve,  and  except  as  here- 
inafter specifically  provided,  any  timber  so 
granted  shall  be  for  the  sole  use  of  the  per- 
mittee upon  the  land  occupied  by  him  as  a 
farm. 
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(b)  Permits  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of 
May  next  succeeding  the  date  of  issue,  and  no 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  per- 
mit in  one  year  of  each  class  provided  for  by 
these  regulations.  Each  permit  shall  designate 
the  location  in  which  the  cutting  is  to  be  done, 
and  the  quantities  and  classes  of  timber  to  be 
cut  thereunder,  and  immediately  after  expiry 
shall  be  returned  to  the  Officer  by  whom  it  was 
issued,  with  a sworn  statement  of  the  timber 
cut.  In  case  of  failure  by  a permittee  to 
return  his  permit  with  a sworn  statement,  he 
shall  not  be  granted  another  permit,  provided, 
however,  that  if  a permit  has  been  inadver- 
tently lost  or  destroyed,  a sworn  statement  in 
form  satisfactory  to  the  Minister  may  be 
accepted  in  lieu  thereof.  The  fee  for  a permit 
shall  be  twenty-five  cents. 

(c)  Before  the  issue  of  a permit  the  fee  and 
dues  in  connection  therewith  shall  be  paid  in 
full. 

30.  Permits  to  cut  dry  wood  up  to  twenty-five 
cords  may  be  granted  free  of  dues. 

31.  Permits  to  cut  dry  wood  for  sale  or 
barter  up  to  one  hundred  cords  may  be  granted 
on  payment  of  dues  at  the  rate  of  twenty-five 
cents  per  cord. 

32.  Any  bona  fide  occupant  of  a homestead 
within  fifty  miles  of  the  nearest  boundary  of 
any  Forest  Reserve,  who  has  the  right  to  a 
permit  to  cut  timber  free  of  dues  under  the 
provisions  of  Section  20  of  the  Regulations 
governing  the  granting  of  yearly  licenses  and 
permits  to  cut  timber  on  Dominion  Lands  estab- 
lished by  an  Order  in  Council  dated  the  1st  of 
July,  1898,  as  amended  by  subsequent  Orders 
in  Council,  or  who  may  acquire  the  right  under 
the  said  regulations  and  amendments  thereto, 
may  be  granted  a permit  to  exercise  such  right 
within  any  Forest  Reserve  covered  by  the  Regu- 
lations hereby  established;  but  the  permittee 
must  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
regulations  hereby  established,  or  of  any 
amendment  thereto. 

33.  Bona  fide  settlers  who  have  not  a suffi- 
cient supply  on  their  own  farms  may,  upon  pay- 
ment of  the  dues  hereinafter  prescribed,  be 
granted  permits  for  the  quantities  of  timber,, 
and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions,  herein- 
after stated : — 

Ten  thousand  feet  board  measure  of  building 
logs  for  lumber.  No  tree  to  be  cut  which  is  of 
less  diameter  than  ten  inches  breast  high  or  at 
four  and  one-half  feet  from  the  ground.  Dues 
to  be  charged  at  the  following  rates : — 

Poplar  $1.50  per  thousand  feet 

Other  species  3.00  „ 

Five  hundred  fence  posts,  seven  feet  long,  not 
to  exceed  five  inches  in  diameter  at  the  top: — 

Poplar  and  Willow  2 cents  each 

Other  species  5 „ 

Five  hundred  fence  rails  or  roof  poles,  not  to 
• •xceed  six  inches  diameter  at  the  butt: — 
Poplar  only  2 cents  each 

One  thousand  lineal  feet  of  round  building 
material,  no  log  to  exceed  twelve  inches  in 
diameter  at  the  butt: — 

1 cent  per  lineal  foot 

15  cords  of  fuel: — 

Poplar  only  $1.00  per  cord 

34.  All  cutting  upon  the  Reserves  shall  be 
done  under  the  control  of  the  officer  in  charge 
thereof,  and  the  permittee  shall  be  required  to  | 
avoid  all  unnecessary  waste  or  destruction  of 
timber.  All  parts  exceeding  four  inches  in 
diameter  of  trees  cut  down  shall  be  removed  by 
the  permittee.  Any  breach  of  this  regulation 
by  the  permit  lee.  or  failure  to  comply  with  the 
instructions  of  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
Reserve  or  the  Forest  Ranger,  shall  render  the 
permit  liable  to  cancellation,  and,  in  the  dis- 
Cretion  of  the  Minister  of  the  Interior,  the 
privilege  of  obtaining  any  further  or  other  per- 
mit within  a Forest  Reserve  may  be  withdrawn. 

35.  All  timber  cut*  within  a Forest  Reserve 
without  the  authority  of  a permit  or  outside  of 
the  areas  within  which  cutting  is  allowed,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  be  liable  to  seizure, 
whfethbr  in  the  posyesslon  of  the  person  by 


whom  it  was  cut,  or  of  any  other  person,  and 
whether  it  has  or  has  not  been  removed  from 
the  Reserve ; and  a fine  equivalent  to  at  least 
double  dues  shall  be  collected  on  the  whole 
quantity  cut,  whether  partly  covered  by  a per- 
mit or  not,  and  the  person  by  whom  the  timber 
was  cut  shall  forfeit  all  right  to  obtain  a permit 
within  a Forest  Reserve,  in  addition  to  any 
other  penalty  provided  by  the  Reserve  Act,  or 
by  these  Regulations. 

(b)  Any  timber  so  seized,  and  upon  which 
the  dues  are  not  paid,  may  be  disposed  of  by 
public  auction  after  proper  advertisement,  and, 
if  no  bid  equal  to  the  amount  due  the  Govern- 
ment is  received,  may  be  disposed  of  by  private 
sale. 

(c)  Any  officer  in  charge  of  a Forest  Reserve 
or  any  Forest  Ranger  appointed  to  act  therein 
shall  have  authority  to  make  seizures  of  timber 
as  herein  provided  for. 

36.  When  in  any  of  the  foregoing  regulations 
it  is  provided  that  the  permission  of  the  Super- 
intendent of  Forestry  or  of  any  Forest  Ranger 
or  other  officer  having  charge  of  or  jurisdiction 
within  any  Forest  Reserve,  is  necessary,  it  is 
understood  that  such  permission  shall  be  in 
writing  over  the  signature  of  such  Superintend- 
ent, Forest  Ranger,  or  other  officer. 

Penalties. 

37.  .ns  provided  by  Section  15  of  the  Reserves 

Act,  any  person  violating  any  provision  of  these 
Regulations  shall,  in  addition  to  any  civil  lia- 
bility thereby  incurred,  be  liable,  on  summary 
conviction,  to  a penalty  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  default  of  immediate 
payment  of  such  penalty  and  of  the  cost  of 
prosecution  such  person  may  be  imprisoned 
with  or  without  hard  labour  for  any  term  not 
exceeding  six  months.  fe!3

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “British  North  America 
Act,  1807.”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour, 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 
exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu-

the  order  in  which  they  shall  be  printed  on  the  ballot  papers,  which  notices  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places  where  the 
proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Returning  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has 
commenced,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  proceedings  with  reference  to  the  election 
shall  be  commenced  afresh : Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  be  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held,  the  candidates  (duly  qualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Mayor  and  Aldermen  respectively. 

Every  person  qualified  to  vote  shall  have  six  votes,  being  one  for  each  Alderman 
to  be  elected,  and  one  for  Mayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  than  six  : 
Provided  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  In  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  be  equal  for  any  two  or  more  candidates,  one  or  more  of 
whom,  but  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to 
be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be 
elected : Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an 
equality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  said  City. 

The  opening  of  the  ballot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates,  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  retain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  of  the  Municipality  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom 
he  shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a Mayor  or  Alderman,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue ; such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Alderman  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 


Until  provision  be  made  by  by-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  except  as  varied  by  these  Letters  Patent  or 
“ The  Chilliwack  City  Incorporation  Act,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges  and  duties  of 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  “ Municipal 
Clauses  Act,”  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  these  Letters  Patent  or  the  “Chilliwack 
City  Incorporation  Act.” 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration 
as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint. 

Until  the  said  City  is  divided  into  wards  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be 
elected  by  those  qualified  to  vote  in  the  whole  City.

The  Mayor  and  Aldermen  elected  at  such  “first  election  ” shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors,  or  a majority  of  their  successors,  have  been  sworn  in,  unless  he  or 
they  shall  die,  resign  or  become  disqualified. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Chilliwhack  to  enter 
into  and  execute  the  deed  of  arrangement  set  out  in  Schedule  “A,”  to  said  “The 
Chilliwack  City  Incorporation  Act,”  as  to  certain  public  property,  rights,  interests  and 
benefits  and  apportioning  the  same,  appertaining  to  the  said  tract  of  land ; and  after 
the  grant  of  these  Letters  Patent,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  to  enter  into  and 
execute  the  said  deed  and  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  and  when  executed  the  said 
deed  shall  to  all  intents  and  to  all  purposes  be  valid  and  binding  upon  the  parties 
thereto. 

The  Council  of  said  City  may  in  addition  to  all  its  powers  from  time  to  time  make, 
alter  and  repeal  by-laws  : — 

(a.)  To  provide  under  certain  conditions  for  the  inclusion  of  further  outlying 
districts  in  the  City  Limits  : 

( b .)  To  purchase,  construct  and  operate  a telephone  or  telegraph  system  or  systems: 

(c.)  To  tax  and  supervise  clubs  : 

(d.)  To  purchase  and  acquire  the  water-works  systems  heretofore  belonging  to  and 
under  the  control  of  the  Elk  Creek  Water  Works  Company  according  to  the 
terms  of  agreement  entered  into  between  them  and  the  Township  of  Chilli- 
whack on  the  fourth  day  of  November,  1905 ; and  to  extend  the  said  system 
to  all  parts  of  the  City,  and  to  supply  water  therefrom  as  vendors  to  adjoin- 
ing municipalities  (with  the  consent  of  the  municipalities);  to  obtain  further 
supplies  of  water,  and  in  addition  to  all  other  powers  to  purchase  lands  within 
or  without  the  City  for  watershed,  reservoirs,  right-of-way  and  other  pur- 
poses connected  with  the  water  system  ; to  appoint  a board  of  three  water 
commissioners  to  administer  and  manage  the  water-works  system  of  the  City 
and  to  define  and  regulate  the  powers  and  duties  and  remuneration  of  said 
water  commissioners. 


It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  by  a by-law  or  by-laws  to  be  passed  without 
any  petition  and  without  the  previous  assent  of  the  electors  at  any  time  or  times  and 
in  one  or  more  sums  at  a time,  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  City  at  large  by 
debentures  a sum  of  money  equal  to  the  proportion  of  the  debt  of  the  said  district 
Corporation  taken  over  and  assumed  by  the  said  City  under  the  agreement  in  the 
schedule  to  “ The  Chilliwack  City  Incorporation  Act  ” ; and  also  such  sum  or  sums  of 
money  necessary  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  in  obtaining  said  last  mentioned  Act 
and  all  matters  incidental  to  the  incorporation  of  the  said  City,  at  such  rate  or  rates  of 
interest  not  greater  than  seven  per  cent,  as  the  Council  may  see  fit,  and  such  deben- 
tures shall  be  issued  under  the  formalities  contained  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,” 
save  as  herein  provided,  and  may  be  for  a period  not  exceeding  fifty  years  from  their 
date. 


The  Council  shall  after  they  go  into  office  pay  out  of  the  ordinary  revenue  of  the 
City  all  costs,  charges  and  expenses  incurred  in  and  about  the  incorporation  of  the 
City,  including  all  expenses  of  preparing  and  printing  the  charter  and  of  promoting 
said  last  mentioned  Act. 

After  the  incorporation  of  the  City  the  remaining  area  of  the  present  Municipality 
of  the  Township  of  Chilliwhack,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  “Township  Municipality,” 
shall  remain  a duly  constituted  municipality  under  its  present  name  of  the  “ Cor- 
poration of  the  Township  of  Chilliwhack  ” under  its  present  Letters  Patent,  subject  only 
to  the  provisions  hereinafter  contained. 

After  the  issue  of  these  Letters  Patent  for  the  incorporation  of  the  City  as  herein- 
before provided  for,  the  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Township  as  at  present  constituted 
shall  hold  office  until  new  Councils  for  the  City  and  Township  Municipality  have  been 
elected  as  hereby  provided. 

In  addition  to  the  securities  in  which,  in  accordance  with  the  “Municipal  Clauses 
Act  ” investments  of  any  sinking  fund  may  be  made,  the  Council  may  invest  any  such 
funds  in  first  mortgage  on  improved  property  in  the  City,  not  exceeding  forty  per 
cent,  of  the  assessed  value  thereof. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council  to  dispose  of  sewage  by  depositing  the  same  at 
some  point  outside  the  limits  of  the  City,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  found  expedient, 
and  from  time  to  time  to  expropriate,  take  and  hold  such  lands,  both  in  and  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  said  City  as  may  be  considered  by  the  Council  to  be  right  and 
necessary  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

All  arrears  of  taxes  levied  by  the  Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Chilliwhack  on 
lands  heretofore  in  said  Township  but  included  in  the  City,  shall  be  vested  in  the 
City,  and  it  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  of  the  said  Township 
Corporation  as  to  the  collection  of  the  said  taxes  by  sale  of  the  lands  liable  therefor,  or 
otherwise,  and  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges  of  the  Township  Corporation  as 
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regards  the  lands  heretofore  in  the  said  Township  and  now  included  in  the  City,  so  ( 
at  the  tax  sales  held  on  the  14th  day  of  September,  1907,  are  hereby  vested  in  ie 
City,  and  the  City  shall  have  the  necessary  powers  to  give  deeds  therefor.  ^ 

A special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  License  Commissioners  for  the  City  may,  i 
desired,  be  held,  at  a time  to  be  fixed  by  the  Mayor,  not  less  than  one  month  nor  more 
than  six  weeks  after  the  date  of  such  “first  election,  at  which  meeting  all  poweis 
which  the  said  Board  of  Licensing  Commissioners  could  exercise  at  any  of  the  sittings 
provided  for  in  Sub-section  (c.)  of  Section  182  of  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act  may  be 

had  and  exercised.  ... 

All  licences  heretofore  issued  by  the  Township  Corporation  shall  be  valid  until 
the  expiration  of  the  period  named  in  the  same,  and  upon  expiration  the  re-issue 
shall  be  regulated  by  the  statutory  provisions  governing  the  City. . 

All  provisions  of  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  the  “ Municipal  Elections  Act 
and  the  “Municipalities’  Incorporation  Act,”  and  amending  Acts,  shall  apply  to  the 
said  City,  except  when  the  provisions  of  said  Acts  are  repugnant  to  the  provisions 
hereof  or  of  “ The  Chilliwack  City  Incorporation  Act.” 

The  “ Chilliwhack  Tram  Power  and  Light  By-Law,  1906,”  and  the  two  several 
agreements,  or  any  modification  thereof  mutually  agreed  to,  made  between  the  Cor-

and  operation  of  railways  or  tramways  for  the  transportation  of  passengers  and
